PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 


any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) acopy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so depos-ited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading, one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the 
Legislative Assembly for Private Bills of 
any nature whatsoever shall require the 
publication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application refers 
to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to be 
signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 
in one leading daily newspaper freely 
circulating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall 
furthermore be published once a week if 
possible in some newspaper in every 
electoral district affected, or if there be no 
newspaper published therein, then in a 
newspaper published in the electoral district 
nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending to 
petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the 
notice prescribed by Standing Order 100, 
also at the same time and in the same 
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manner give notice of the rates which they

A Bylaw of the City of Castlegar to Acquire 
a Right of Way by Expropriation Over 
Certain Lands for the Use of the City of 
Castlegar in Facilitating the Con- 
struction, Operation and Maintenance 
of a Water Main Within the City of 
Castlegar 


WHEREAS, pursuant to section 635 (2) 
of the Municipal Act, the Council of the City 
of Castlegar may, by bylaw, expropriate, 
break up, take or enter into possession of 
and use any property in or out of the munici- 
pality in any way necessary or convenient 
for any purpose mentioned in, amongst oth- 
ers, section 632, without the consent of the 
owners of the property but subject to Divi- 
sion (4) of Part 12: 


And whereas the Council of the City of 
Castlegar deems it necessary, convenient 
and in the public interest to expropriate a 
right of way over certain land to facilitate an 
extension of the City of Castlegar water sys- 
tem and the construction, operation and 
maintenance of a water reservoir: 


Now, therefore, the Council of the City of 
Castlegar, in open meeting assembled, en- 
acts as follows: 

1. This bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as “City of Castlegar Expropriation 
By-Law No. 302, 1981”. 


2. Subject to Division (4) of Part 12 of 
the Municipal Act, the Council of the City of 
Castlegar is hereby authorized by its ser- 
vants to enter upon, and the Council of the 
City of Castlegar does hereby expropriate, 
break up, take and enter into possession of 
and use, for the purposes of extending the 
water distribution system of the City of 
Castlegar and constructing, operating and 
maintaining a water main, a right of way in 
the form of document attached hereto as 
Schedule A hereof, upon, over, under and 
across that certain parcel or tract of land and 
premises, situate, lying and being in the 
City of Castlegar, in the Province of British 
Columbia, and being more particularly 
known and described as District Lot 12358 
shown outlined in red on the sketch plan 


attached hereto and marked as Schedule B 
hereof. 


3. The Council shall file plans and speci- 
fications of the said works with the Clerk, 
who shall on receiving same, issue the statu- 
tory notice required by section 549 of the 
Municipal Act. 

4. Any real property injuriously affected 
by the carrying-out of the installation, oper- 
ation, or maintenance of the aforesaid 
works, or any of them, may be entered upon 
by the workmen or employees of-the City of 
Castlegar or by the contractors employed by 
the City of Castlegar to carry out the works, 
and they and each of them are hereby author- 
ized so to enter in order to execute such 
works of construction, maintenance or re- 
pair in mitigation of injury done or ap- 
prehended or in mitigation of compensation 
claimable by reason of or through the carry- 
ing-out of the work authorized.
